1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 11, lines 11-23, page 12, lines 
1-7. In particular, the species that compensates for image misregistration of a toner 
particle stack that involves: transferring a first toner particles onto the belt from a print 
station as a function of a first position signal detected bv a sensor and transferring a 
second toner particles onto the belt from a print station as a function of a second 
position signal detected bv a sensor . 

II. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 13, lines 6-17. In particular, the 
species that compensates for non-uniform photoreceptor motion that involves: 
generating a timing signal representative of the photoreceptor motion, wherebv the 
actuation of individual groups of the diode array is synchronized with the motion of the 
photoreceptor. 

III. Species of the embodiment disclosed on fig. 5. In particular, the species that 
compensating for image misregistration of pixel produced by a light source onto 
photoconductor belt, that pixel having an uncompensated pixel position that is out of 
alignment with an ideal pixel position that involves: determining the image 
misregistration as a distance between the ideal pixel position and the uncompensated 
pixel position: and matching the uncompensated pixel position to the ideal pixel position. 

Mil. The species of fig. 1. In particular, an imaging system that does not include 
any functional steps for any of the method: 1 ) the method that compensates for image 
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misregistration of a toner particle stack; 2) the method that compensates for non- 
uniform photoreceptor motion; and 3) the method that compensates for image 
misregistration of pixel produced by a light source onto photoconductor belt.
